The Missourian, on the Bogota, Seeks 
the Colombia Rebel Warship, Pa- 
dilla, to Tight Decisive Battle. 


PANAMA, Nov. 1¢0.—On his ship, the Bo- 
gota, Capt. Henry Marmaduke of Missouri 
is now scouring the coast seas in search 
of the Colombian rebel warship Padilla. 


Marmaduke has received instructions to en- 
? the revolutionists in a decisive battie 
f he finds it is possible to do so. 
The Bogota received her full equipment 
while in the harbor at Panama, the guns 
having been shipped down the Atlantic side 
of the United States and transported from 
Colon by rail. She now considered in fit 
condition to meet the rebel boats, and gov- 
ernment officials here, relying upon the 
bravery and good t of Capt. Mar- 
uke, expect the rebel fleet will soon be 
ven from the coast. The exact location 
of this fi is not ‘known.

CASTRO MAKES A 
TRIUMPHAL ENTRY 


Victorious President Leads 
- His Army to Caracas. 


REVOLUTIONISTS VANISHED 


NONE APPEARED ON THE MARCH 
FROM VICTORIA. 


Not Even Leaders of Rebellion Can 
Explain What Has Caused Flight 
of Gen. Matos and Other 
Commanders. 


CARACAS, Venezuela, Nov. 10.—President 
Castro made a triumphal entry into Car- 
acas yesterday at the head of 3200 troops, 
amidst the ringing of balls anda display of 
fireworks. 

The president reached Los Teques from 
La Victoria Saturday without having en- 
countered any revolutionists on the way 
there and left Los Teques Sunday for Car- 
acas by train over the German railroad, 
the bridges along the line which had been 
destroyed by the revolutionists having been 
repaired. 

The flight of the armies of the. revolution 
continues. 

Not even the Caracas revolutionary com- 
mittee can expldin the cause of the split 
among the leaders of the movement or say 
what has become of the about 10,000 soldiers 
who were under arms as late as Nov. 2. 
The government officials believe Gen. 
Matos has gone in the direction of Tucacas 
(a seaport on the Caribbean sea %4 miles 
from Puerto Cabello). 

President Castro intends to reoccupy 
Corro, Barcelona, Cludud Bolivar and Cu- 
manana immediately. 

On Saturday he sent 1500 men under Gen. 
Leopold Baptista to attack Corro. 

- Communication between Caracas, Val- 
encia and Puerto Cabello is re-established.

NERO SAYS THAT 


MASON IS THE MAN

Gave Him Murdered Women’s 
Watches to Pawn. 


IDENTIFICATION MADE QUICKLY 


BUT BOSTON POLICE ARE NOT IM- 
PRESSED. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BOSTON, Nov. 10.—The police are not 
strongly impressed with the importance of 
the negro Perry's identification of Alan 
Gregory Mason as the man who gave him 
the watches taken from the bodies of mur- 
dered Miss McPhee and Miss Morton. The 
negro admits that he pawned the watches. 
The identification of Mason was made in 
jail, Perry picking him out in a list of 
Six men. 

The police changed the charge against 


Perry to accessory after the fact. This 
was done when Perry retained counsel and 
refused to make any further statements. 
Perry now says his acquaintance with Ma- 
son dates from an evening more than a 
+ pend ago, when he, a couple of women and 
Mason happened to be of the same party. 
From that time, he declares, he has met 
Mason frequently. 

The police have not yet found anyone 
who can testify to an acquaintance be 
tween the two men, but are lookpeg for 
such a witness. Mason maintains his com- 
posure under all the developments of the 
case, and his family a friends are con- 
fident of clearing him oF all charges. 
Joseph Nemser, the pawnbroker who 
loaned money upon the watches, has made 
so many conflicting statements that little 
confidence is now placed in his testimeny. 
At first he insisted that the watches had 
been pawned by a light-complexioned ne- 
gro, and then he changed his mind. It 
might have been, he thought, an Italian or 
a Spaniard, and then it might have been 
an American. 

Another point brought out was the iden- 
tification of Mason by Mrs. Sayers of Wa- 
tertown, who says he is the man who an- 
noyed her some time ago in the natural 
historv room. The identification was com- 


plete.

The eritme charged against Roland B. 
Molingux was the murder by poison on 
Dec. 28. 1898, of Mrs. Catherine J. Adams 
in New York. 

The poison, concerl<d in a bottle of bromo 
seltzer, had been sent to Harry 8S. Cornish, 
wlio boarded with Mis. Adams. 

Molinerx and Cornish had quarreled 
were enemies, 

Mis. Adams took a dose ef the mixture 
and died within a few minutes. 

Molineux, charged with sending the poison 
to Cornish with meurderous intent, was ar- 
rested and committed to the Tombs on Feb. 
27, 1899.

The verdict returned? on Feb. 10, 
was ‘“‘murder in the first degree.’’ 

Molineux was sentenced to death by Re- 
corder Goff on Feb. 16, 1900, and taken to 
Sing Sing on the same day. He was a pris- 
oner in the Tombs 354 dara. 

Molineux’s counsel took an appeal to the 
Court of Appeals on June 17, 1901. 

Molineux spent one year seven months 
and 2¥ days in a death cell at Sing Sing, 
after which the new trial was granted.

Cornish wrote 
what Molineux considered an improper 
letter and Molineux complained of it. 

“Was that any reason for Molineux’s 
sending to Cornish a quantiy of poison 
sufficient to kill any man in that club?’

Mrs. Nellie Bowen, right arm cut, left 
leg lacerated and head bruised: William 
Flanagan, right leg injured and bruised 
about head and arms; Annie Flanagan, cut 
about the body; Julie Flanagan, 1 year old, 
bruised abont the body; Kittie Nolan, 12 
years old, right hip injured. 

The party, which comprised Mrs. Jimmer- 
son Charlie Jimmerson, three Jimmerson 
children and Johnnie Sefton, in addition to 
those injured, was returning from Calvary 
Cemetery. 

William Flanagan, owner of the wagon, 
was driving, and the others were seated on 
boxes in the bed of the wagon. 

As the wagon turned into Jefferson ave- 
nue from Howard street the car struck it 
from the rear. The wagon was overturned 
and the occupants dumped out. 

Loretto Sefton, William Flanagan and 
Mrs. Bowen were pinioned between the 
wagon and the sidewalk. 

The crowd that quickly assembled made a 
demonstration against Motorman 8. J. Pope 
of 1625 South Jefferson avenue and Conduct- 
or C. C. Lockwood of 1712 Mississippi ave- 
nue, but policemen led them away in safety. 
Later they were released. 

In the collision the wagon was wrecked 
and the horse injured.

CHICAGO “UP AGAINST IT” 


WILL HAVE TO EAT COLD STOR- 
AGE BIRDS THANKSGIVING. 


Wet Weather Has Caused a Scarcity of 
the Fowls in Illinois and Other 
States—Plenty of Them 
for St. Louis. 


Thrice happy Missouri! 

While Illinois is threatened with a 
Thanksgiving turkey famine there will be 
turkeys to roast—and some of them even 
to burn—in good old Missouri, the land of 
plenty. 

Chicago might well spend the day and 
eat its Thanksgiving bird in St. Louis. In 
the City by the Lake poultry merchants 
are already bewalling the scarcity and 
condition of turkeys which they say will 
go to 2% cents a pound. They are skinny, 
ill-conditioned birds at that. The present 
warra weather and the cool rainy summer 
is to blame for it. Such as were fattened 
during the summer have run all the fat 
off themselves bv this time. Illinois thanks- 
givers will eat Missouri birds this year, or 
go without. 

“The turkey crop will not be as large 
this year as last,’’ said A. G. Beckmann, a 
Third street dealer, ‘‘but, notwithstanding, 
there will be plenty of birds for St. Louis- 
ans, and at reasonable prices. Duripg last 
vear’s season there was a rush of tur- 
keys to this market at Thanksgiving, and 
the best of birds could be bought for 4 
cents a pound. This year the farmers are 
holding their birds for the: Christmas 
trade, in order that the cold weather may 
put more fat on them. 

“There will be plenty of turkeys, how- 
ever, at 10 cents for live, and 12% cents a 
pound for dressed birds. In some sec- 
tions of Missouri the crop is slightly short, 
while in others it is greater than last 
year, so that, altogether, it will average up 
well. 


PLENTY OF FOOD. 
“The conditions for raising poultry in 
Missouri this year have not been as bad as 
in many other states. Shere has been an 


abundance of feed, and in spite of the wet 
weather the farmers generally have raised 
lots of birds. There is nothing like wet 
weather for making turkeys scarce and ex- 
pensive. If the season in Missouri had 
been consistently warm and dry we would 
have had turkeys to feed the world. 

‘* A cold rain will kill an entire hatching 
of turkeys and if they are out in the wet 
even When they are half grown they’ are 
bound to suffer for it. Like no other tame 
fowl, the turkey is as wild in the barnyard 
as in its original state. It makes its nest 
away from sight and disturbance of men 
and when its young are hatched the hen 
hurries themvaway to some field or swamp 
palace oe _ keep them hidden.

Small Boy Intoxicated.—Charles 
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One of the Suggestion by Prof. Zueblin 
of Chicago for Improvement 
of St. Louis. 


At a public meeting of the Tenth Ward 
Civic Improvement Association yesterday 
at Oregon avenue and Chippewa street, 
Prof. Charles Zueblin of Chicago Univer- 
sity, who is corresponding secretary of the 
American Civic Improvement League, de- 
livered an address upon the needs of St. 
Louis. 

He stated that St. Louis is trying to gov- 
ern a city with the municipal laws of a 
village and that things are done on too 
small a scale. He recommended a large 
scale so that public interest would be 
aroused and everybody would take pride 
in the proposed improvements. 

He said that St. Louis should remove the 
overhead wires, which are unsightly and 
dangerous, and place them in conduits un- 
derground; that where electric wire poles 
now stand, trees should be planted; that 
the river front should be changed entirely 
and made into a public park with bathing 
places; that each ward should devote one- 
twentieth of its area toa rk, so that the 

hole people would be able to enjoy park 
privileges and comforts without expendi- 
ture of carfare; that each park should con- 
tain children’s playgrounds and the latter 
should be in the immediate vicinity of 
schoolhouses, and that there should be im- 
provement leagues in every ward. 

Prof. Zueblin was introduced by O. L. 
Whitelaw. Mrs. F. . Pattison followed 
the principal speaker with a brief address 
on the necessity for playgrounds. 


COULDN'T SEE THIS FIRE

NO DRUGGED DRINKING WATER. , = 


The Board of Public Improvements has faithfully represented 
the people of St.. Louis in rejecting the proposed ordinance for 
the chemical treatment of the city’s water supply. It is to be 
hoped that this puts a@ final period to the cunsideration or dis- 
cuesion of any process which involves the use of alum or any 
ether form of medication. The people of this city do not want 
alum, even in homeopathic doses and disgulsed, 

If there were no other means for effecting water purification, 
there might be some warrant for further persistence in behalf of 


the adoption of the process. But there are other means of 


demonstrated efficacy. 
In Germany, where the scientific study of water purification is 


old, and where it has not been confined merely to those whose 
official duties made it an object, alum is not only not used, but 
is openly condemned. In fact, domestic filters in which alum 
is used are contraband. Yet the great city of Berlin purified its 
water suppvly, and is continually adding to its immense system 
of rand filters. 

Hamburg, with a much more modern filter plant than Berlin— 
in fact, the finest large filter plant in the world—uses no alum, 
or other coagulant, but gets most satisfactory results from sand. 
London, with scmewhat antiquated sand filters, has never felt 
the necessity for medicating its water supply. ’. 

There are many other cities of lesser grade in which sand fil- 
tration, without the aid of chemicals, has been successful. 

It has been argued that sand filtration, while practicable with 
fairly clear waters, cannot succeed here because of the exces- 
sive turbidity of the Missouri river. The statement és mislead- 
ing. It may be more expensive here than in the cities men- 
tioned, because it will require more basin surface for sedimen- 
tation of the water, preliminary to turning it in upon the sand. 
But when the heavy matter in suspension is precipitated by 
gravity, the Missouri water filters as perfectly through sand as 
any water in Burope. 

Many St. Louis homes are supplied at the present time through 
sand and stone filters which yield water of the greatest purity. 
This demonstrates the possibility of nonchemical purification in 
very considerable volumes. Beyond this, it is a question of pro- 
portion only. 

The city which adopts the process of medication of its water 
supply puts @ permanent handicap upon its growth. No argu- 
ment of economy in operation can lighten or justify this handl- 
cap. 

Let us hope that our engineers will abandon the alum proposi- 
tion altogether, and consider only those processes which are 

free from the taint of drugs.

A Bishop’s Good Work. 

The autobiography of the pioneer bishop 
of the Northwest, Rt. Rev. Henry Benja- 
min Whipple, D.D.,:Lid., has been pub- 
lished at length under the title, “Lights 
and Shadows of a Long Episcopate.’’ The 
work is of unusual interest. The early ca- 
reer of the reverend doctor is given some 
consideration, but the bulk of the volume 
is made up of his experiences among the 
Indians in early days in Minnesota, show- 
ing the hardships due to lack of transporta- 
tion, scarcity of food and the utter poverty 
and improvidence of the people among 
whom he labored. The fruits of the doc- 
tor’s efforts are, later on, shown by the 
portraits of aborigine converts dressed in 
full Mpiscopal regalia, the vestments of 
their office. 

Naturally, in a work of this character, 
anecdotes are largely predominate, but the 
writer wields a facile pen, and the somber 
side seldom crops to the surface. The bishop 
takes little personal credit to himself for 
the success of his efforts to christianize the 
Indians. He believed himself to be but the 
instrument in the hands of a higher direct- 
ing power for what good he may have ac- 
complished. Among the interesting exhibits 
of the work are reproductions in script of 
autograph letters from Gens. W. T. Sher- 
man, Sibley, the ““Grand Old Man’”’ of Eng- 
land, W. E. Gladstone, and others, all con- 
veying their appreciation to Bishop Whip- 
ple of his life work, and some of them de- 
fining clearly their construction of certain 
dogmas. The book is valuable as history, 
interesting from a clerical point of view, 
and the results, as shown by the work, 

{are a monument to a true, thoughtful and 
earnest man. (The Macmillan Co., New 
York.) 

“Something in the City.”” by Florence 
Warden, is a taie of criminality in high 
life in England. The author is merciless in 
showing to what cxtent people of a certain 
character will jeopardize reputation, rank, 
liberty and even life itself in their pursuit 
of gain.

First Woman Minister in America. 

One of the mourners at the funeral of 
Mrs. Plizabeth Cady Stanton the other day 
was the first woman ordained as a minister 
in this country, Mrs. Antoinette Louisa 
Brown Blackwell of Henrietta, N. Y. 
Mrs. Blackwell is now in her seventy- 
eighth year. She was one of the pioneer 
workers for the rights of women, including 
suffrage, and endured with them the usual 
fate of innovators. According to Harper's 
Encyobopedia of United States History, 
she was graduated at Oberlin College, Ohio, 
in 137, and at the Theological School] at 
Oberlin in 180. She began in 1846 to speak 
in public, and first preached in 1848. She 
became the regular pastor of an orthodox 
Congregational church at South Butler and 
Savannah, N. Y., at the age of 27, but re- 
signed a year afterwards.

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All Their Fortune. 
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Famous Racetrack Operatérs 
Who Are Again Coming to 
‘the Front After Having Lost 
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Onlv Racer in 


Ethics, Now the 


BY R. D. WALSH. 

Mike Dwyer, the famous turf plunger, is 
on his feet again. For several years he 
has been testing the dregs of poverty and 
battling with an adverse fate, but the sil- 
ver lining has at length appeared on his 
cloud. 

In the last ‘two years he is reported to 
have netted $100,000; and all this.came about 
through the courage and speed of. his 4- 
year-old ‘colt: Ethics, by Charaxus—Ethie. 

#ie is the only horse that Dwyer now 
owns. Dwyer once owned the grandest 
stable in the United States: 

In all the annals of American turf history 
there is no more interesting story than the 
rise and fall of the Dwyer brothers, Phil 
and Mike. For more than a quarter of a 
century they have been the most romantic 
characters on the metropolitan racing clir- 
cuit. ‘ 

In 187& the Dwyers were engaged in the 
butcherfiz business in Brooklyn and had 
become jfascinated by stories of *marvelous 
winnings and successes .on the turf. In 
the folla4wing year they registered under the 
firm name of P. J. Dwyer & Bro., and from 
that year their racing career began. 

Their first attempt at victory on the turf 
was wit a horse named Rhadmanthus, 
which they. raced on the Saratoga -track. 
This animal was only of ordinary. caliber. 
but he was so well and skillfully handled 
that he frequently won for them and laid 
the foundation -of the great fortune which 
they afterwards made. Encouraged by the 
success of their first venture, they pur- 
chased Vigil, then a- 3-year-old, for’ which 
they paid 35000. This was considered a 
jarge.amount to pay for a horse 2 years 
ago. In a short time Vigil had won him- 
self out and his victories had considerably 
strengthened the bank account of the new 
racing firm. : 

Tv wards the end of 1876 the Dwyers sltart- 
ed Vigil in the famous Rixie stakes, which 
was run at Baltimore. Vigil was an out- 
sider in the betting, the favorite being the 
great horse Parole, owned by Pierre Loril- 
lard, and which afterwards won the City 
and Suburban handican in England. 


THE WHITNEYIOF TODAY. 

In those days Pierre Lorillard was to, the 
American turf what William C. Whitney or 
John A. Drake is today. He was popularly 
styled the master of Rancocas, and was an 
ardent supporter of the turf, and the only 
American that ever won the English Derby 
with his immortal thoroughbred, Iroquois. 

Vigil won the Dixie stake, however, and 
thereby enriched his owners by $12,000. In 
the first season of their operations the 
Dwyers had won close to $20,000, and their 
stable was limited to three horses, In the 
following yerr, 1877, their operations on 
the turf were a comparative failure, as they 
won less than 

Fully convinced 


that there was a for- 
tune in store for them, they opened the 
campaign of 1878 with marked success. In 
that season they won $17,000 In stakes and 
urses in addition to what they made by 
acking their horses. The partnership of 
the Dwyer Bros. continued for 15 years, 
and in that time they won nearly a mil- 
lion and a half of dollars. 


HINDOO AND HANOVER. 

The Dwyers were stanch believers in 
high-class breeding and spent large sums 
in obtaining the best thoroughbred blood. 
They purchased the mighty Hindoo for 
$15.00 and developed him into the most fa- 
mous horse of his time. From him sprung 
Hanover, the greatest sire that the United 
States has ever produced. They also pur- 
chased Luke Blackburn, and under their 


skillful training he became the greatest 
long-distance horse not only of his own 
but of any.time in this country. Luke 
Blackburn was also a distinguished sire, 
and many of his progeny are today winning 
laurels on every racetrack in the land. 
Another of their famo horses was Miss 
Woodford, who was the test race mare 
ever ceen in this country with the possible 
exceptions of Yo Tambien and Firenzi. In 
the early elghties Miss Woodford wae seen 
at the Fair Grounds and defeated the best 
representatives that California ever sent 
over the Rocky mountains.

the United States. They were now on a 
!firm financial basis. 

In accordance with their policy of procur- 
ing the best blood lines the Dwyers became 
heavy buyers at the various yearling sa!es. 
They had a great partiality for the prog- 
eny of Vigi! because it was largely through 
him that they made their first success on 
the turf. When Hindoo went wrong he 
was sent to the stud, where he was joined 
by the peerless Hanover. 


REPAID HIS OWNERS. 
Nowadays, when an ordinary selling 
plater will cost $2000 or more, it is inter- 


esting to note that the Dwyers purchased 
Hanover for the insignificant sum of $1350. 
When it is remembered that St. Blaise was 
bought by Charles Reed for $100,000, the in- 
significance of Hanover's price becomes 
more marked. Hanover royally repafi tne 
Dwyers for their investment in him. In 
his 2-year-old form he onl raced three 
times for them and was unbeaten, but as 
a 33-year-old he was the marvel of the 
turf. He annexed all the principal stakes 
of the metropolitan circuit for horses of 
his age. 

His share of the stakes amounted to the 
enormous sum of $90,000, which was much 
more than had ever before been earned 
by an American racehorse. Hanover’s ca- 
reer on the turf was not a long one, but 
it was brilliant in the extreme, and com. 

etent judges consider him the greatest 

orse ever developed on American soll. 

James Rowe and Frank McCabe were 
the men who prepared the Dwyer horses 
for their work, and to their careful work 
much of the success of the Dwyers was 
due. Their jockey was “Jimmy’’ McLaugh- 
tin, famed in two hemispheres as the 
master pigskin artist of his time. What 
Fred Aréher was to the English turf, Mc- 
Laughlin was to the American. The only 
jockeys who ever approached him in ridin 
ability in this country were ‘Snapper 
Garrison and Tod Sloan. 

Mike Dwyer was by long odds the great- 
est plunger ever seen on any American 
racetrack, while his brother Phil was care- 
ou Qnd conservative in his turf specula- 

ons. 

It was a common thing for Mike 
to wager $0,000 on the result of a race, 
and there were several occasions when he 
wagered $50,000 to win $6000. the odds on 
his horse being 1 to 10. Phil, was strongly 
opposed to this method of betting and the 
result was that the partnership which had 
lasted fpr 14 years, was by mutual consent 
dissolves. After the separation Phil built 
the Brooklyn Jockey Club's track at 
Gravesend, which he still owns. and which 
has made hima millionaire several times 
over. Mike went to New Jersey and built 
a racetrack at Elizabeth, but its gates 
were closed by the enforcement of a law 
passed by the New Jersey legislature 
against racing and bookmaking. 

his was a severe blow to Mike Dwyer 
and his good luck of previous years seemed 
to have deserted him. Nevertheless, in 
1898, he won almost $100,000 with Banquet, 
Raceland and others but at this time he 
made a disastrous trip to England and 
returned broken in health and apfrit. 

His downfall was now gradual, but sure. 
Nearly all his hig bets were lost and his 
horses did not seem to run to their best 
form. On one occasion he wagered $25,000 
on a horse and saw him lose by a nose. 
but he never flinched, and took it as coolly 
and calmly as if the wager had been merely 
a dollar. 

He was finally ‘‘broke,"’ but Phil gener- 
ously came to his assistance and provided 
him with a home and money at Gravesend, 
where he now resides with his family. 

But, despite all his adversity. e Dwyer 
never forgot his love for the thorough. 
bred. He was a constant attendant at al! 
‘the Long Island tracks and watched the 
sport with the same enthusiasm as of oid. 

He succeeded in getting hold of a 3-year- 
old named Ethics by Charaxus. This was 
about a year ago, and the horse has been 
winning steadily for him. until, report has 
it, that he has paid off all his old debts 
and has again bank account of $100,000. 

From pauperdom to wealth {s a common 
joceurrence in this country and causes little 
wondemment, but Mike wyer'’s efforts to 
‘recoup his iosses and reha llitate himself 
,on the American turf have in them al! the 
‘elements of romance and characteristics 
'of a strong and manly character.

YALE AND HARVARD SHOWED 
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SLIGHT IMPROVEMENT SATURDAY > 
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Daly’s Return to West Point Causes Considerable Speculation as to the 


Army and Navy Contest Which 
Yale-Harvard-

NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—The football situ- 
ation as regards Yale, Harvard and Prince- 
ton was not materially altered in Satur- 
day’s games. Princeton did not play at 
all. Yale and Harvard both showed slight 
improvement, more marked, perhaps, at 
Yale, because of a weaker opponent. 

Interest In Saturday's contests therefore 
centers, to a great extent, in the work 
of the second-class teams. Pennsylvania's 
fine showing against Harvard (11 to 9), 
and Columbia's utter rout before Brown (2 
to 0) were perhaps the features of the day. 

Daly’s return to the field at West Point, 
where he kicked two field goals and helpec 
generally to pile up 56 points against Union, 
and the Navy's lucky victory over Lafay- 
ette (12 to 11), also give rise to considerable 
sveculation with regard to the outcome 
of the annual Army-Navy game, the last 
of the season, and the most important out- 
side of Yale’s contests with Harvard and 
Princeton. 

CORNELL. 

For the rest Cornell shut out Washing- 
ton and Jefferson by a score of 5SNeto 0,
